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Let’s Not Make 


the Same Mistakes 


Twice 


By ROLLAND B. MOORE, D.D.S. 


Richt NOW IS not too early for 
dental organizations to plan a set- 
up for dental rehabilitation after 
this war. Millions of our men and 
women will be coming home need- 
ing dental attention and they must 
have it! We owe it not only to those 
who are in our armed forces but 
also to the courageous men in our 
merchant marine. What are we go- 
ing to do for them and how are we 
eoing to handle this need for den- 
tal rehabilitation? 

Here is a workable plan by which 


everyone eligible for dental 
ment through war service couldg 
ceive care with a minimum of 
lay. Establish clinics with a { 
time personnel on straight salay 
with a supervisor in charge | 
would see that all oral examination 
are made and the needed serv 
given. He could handle all pape 
work or it could be sent to Veter 
ans’ Administration headquarter 
in Washington. It would do away

“When I look back to my connection with the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau just after World War I as a ‘Designated Den- 
tist.” I wonder if the present Veterans’ Administration, as it is 
now called. will make the same mistakes and create the same in- 
justices after this war as its predecessor did. 

“The old plan of Designated Dentists was good but it had 
many faults. The greatest one was in the District Headquarters, 
which had many states under each district’s jurisdiction. There 
was too much delay in paper work. Applications were not acted 
on for weeks after being received and there were far too many 
decisions on applications that were actual injustices. There 
should have been state headquarters to speed up the work.’ —

Thousands, pos- 
sibly hundreds of thousands of 
abutment teeth were lost through 
decay under the clasps. Orders 
were again changed and nothing 
but fixed bridges with gold crown 
abutments were allowed. Why did- 
n't the Bureau find out what effect 
cast clasps would have on tooth 
structure before issuing any such 


sweeping order as it did? 


Injustices Frequent 

There were many gross injus- 
tices by the Bureau. Some veterans 
were turned down for dental re- 
habilitation who were entitled to it. 
Others who were not: according to 
the rules governing eligibility, re- 
ceived it. 

I have in mind a veteran who

was sent to me from an adjoining 
county for a dental examination. 
He was a fine, broad-shouldered 
young man of perhaps thirty years 
of age. As soon as he came in I saw 
that his right arm was amputated 
at the shoulder. He told me that be- 
fore he volunteered he had been a 
road contractor but the loss of his 
arm prevented him from again en- 
gaging in his line of work and that 
at the time he was in bad financial 
straits. | placed him in my chair 
and went on with the examination. 
He said he could eat nothing 
sweet or sour, nor drink anything 
hot or cold without having intense 
pain. After looking at his teeth | 
found that nearly all of his upper 
and lower anterior teeth had cavi- 
ties along the gum margin. Outside 
of this, his teeth were perfect— 
not a restoration, no teeth missing. 
and his occlusion was correct. 
This man had been badly wound- 
ed at the battle of Belleau Woods. 
His back had been riddled by 
shrapnel and his arm so _ badly 
mangled it had to be amputated. 
He had been in a hospital in France 
for months before being evacuated 
to the Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington. He was there several 
months and then sent to a hospital 
in the Middle West. In all he had 
been hospitalized over two years. I 
found this man needed about ten 
silicate restorations which would 
have cost the Bureau less than $30. 
This man’s application for dental 
rehabilitation was turned down. He 
came in to see me a few days later. 
I told him I would ask for a review 
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of his case by the District Head. 
quarters. They turned him down 
again. He was bitter toward the 
Veterans Bureau. Do you blane 
him? Are we going to allow things 
like this to happen again? Suppose 
your son had come home in the 
same condition as this young man, 
How would you feel toward a Ve. 
erans’ Bureau that refused your 
son dental comfort at a cost of Jess 
than $30—thirty pieces of silyer? 

I had cases of drafted men who 
had been in service less than four 
months and had never been outside 
of the United States and whose 
work estimate ran as high as $185 
and the service was allowed and | 
received my money for it. 

I remember one young man, too 
young to get into Service during 
the war, who enlisted in the-Army 
of Occupation. His treatment was 
allowed even though he had not en- 
listed for a year or more after the 
Armistice. I had others who were 
among the first to go and the last 
to come home—and they received 
nothing. 

I believe in justice to all who 
served in the war and that every 
veteran who needed dental rehabil. 
itation should have had it. Will our 
present Veterans’ Administration 
follow in the footsteps of the old 
Bureau? It is up to the dental pro- 
fession to do something without de. 
lay. Do we want the same old setup 
and the same mistakes and injus 
tices as before? 

Let’s not make the same mistakes 
twice!

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IF ANYBODY ever writes a war book 
called “Front-Line Dentist”—and 
why shouldn’t he?—you'll be able 
to tell who it is about without open- 
ing the cover. It will be about Cap- 
tain Charles McCracken, a middle- 
sized, plumpish dentist from Tulsa, 
who has settled down among the 
American fighter pilots and has 
had his fingers in the mouth of 
virtually everybody of importance 
who is septic in Papua. And that is 
a lot of people. 

Fliers, especially fighter pilots, 
are at their prime in cloud warfare 
at the age when their wisdom teeth 
are just emerging. They get both 
metaphorical and real wisdom teeth 
at the same time.

der in all his treatments as an in- 
fection preventive.

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The occupational postures 
of the dentist. 


How couLp CHARLIE Jones carry 
on his work in his town as a first- 
rate dentist with his daily back- 
ache? Charlie was really bothered ; 
he wasn’t giving his best and he 
knew it. One evening he dropped 
into his club on his way home from 
the office and had a chat with his 
physical director. Minus the tech- 
nical language of the physician, the 


physical director suggested that a 
special set of muscles was being 
overworked at the expense of the 
other muscles. This could easily be 
the cause of the continuous back- 
ache and might be responsible for 
his general lassitude. 

In times like these, neither Char- 
lie Jones nor any other dentist 
would want to give any less to his 
job than a real honest-to-goodness 
effort. With so many men called in- 
to service, most dentists, already 
overworked, have taken on addi- 
tional work loads to do their part. 
And this is as it should be. But to 
do this—to stand all day; spend 
hours leaning forward, putting 
all the weight on one foot; a 
man has to be in good physical con- 
dition. And that is the reason for 
this article. 

Let’s take a look at Charlie Jones 
at work and see how his posture 
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deviates from the ideal posture—a 
straight back, a flat abdomen, chest 
up, pelvis tilted up and back, and 
head up, not poked forward. For 
the most part Charlie likes to stand 
with all his weight on one foot. 
leaning forward, dropping one 
shoulder, and dropping the head 
forward and down so he can ad- 
mire his work. Perhaps the most 
dangerous part of this position is 
that the abdominal muscles are re- 
laxed, and there is an obvious tend- 
ency toward stoop-shoulders. 


Occupational Hazards 


Long hours of faulty posture cre- 
ate’ an occupational hazard. Who 
ever thought that a dentist would 
have an occupational hazard? He

is safe from flying rivets, silicosis 
and poisonous gases; but the les 
ard of bad posture presents g prob.

| What can the average dentist do 
in a short period of time to insure 
a correct body posture? Good pos. 
ture is an attitude! Naturally your 
next question would be: “How can 
I create this attitude?” Specific ex. 
ercises, which may be done for tey 
minutes daily, in your own bed. 
room, on your bed if you like, be. 
fore getting up in the morning, wil 
do the trick. If you follow these Sug: 
gestions, and during the day pull 
those same muscles you found 
getting stiff after the first morning 
of exercise, you will be creating a 
good posture attitude. In no time 
you will find that the correct posi- 
tion feels better than the old one 
ever did. 


Unused Muscles 


In most cases the back muscles 
are strong enough and are able to 
function efficiently, but the abdom. 
inals—-the muscles which are not 
absolutely made to function in the 
standing position—are not used. 
A protruding abdomen will over- 
balance the body and place an un- 
due strain on the short lower back 
muscles. It is necessary to keep cer- 
tain muscles of the back and the 
legs tight when in the standing po- 
sition to maintain balance. The ab- 
dominal muscles are not used to 
maintain balance so we just let 
them take care of themselves. 
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No paper on physical fitness and 
sercise would be complete without 
nentioning a number of beneficial 
fects coming from exercise. The 
heart is a muscle, and this vital or- 
van responds beautifully to exer- 
ise: it increases in efficiency, in 
trength, and in size. Since the 
heart is the key to the circulatory 
system. it can be seen easily that 
the ficiency of the entire system 
improves with use. 

Before we leave the heart, there 
is one point to be made clear to 
Charlie Jones before he starts to 
exercise. Maybe he is_ worried 
about doing too much. Maybe he 
hasn't done anything more strenu- 
ous than ping-pong since college 
lays. Forget it! His system is pret- 
ty rugged and it will take a lot. His 
heart will let him know if he is do- 
ing too much. He should work up to 
the point of getting tired, and then 
ee how he feels. The next day he 
should try to extend that point of 
fatigue, and the first thing he 
knows he will even surprise him- 
self at what he can accomplish with 
his body. 

The massaging effect of the mus- 
les over the digestive organs has 
a good effect. and physicians say 
that the man who takes regular ex- 
ercise seldom has to resort to ca- 
thartics. 

A prescription of exercise need 
not be difficult but it should cover 
the three important areas of the 
body: the all-important middle 
third (the abdominal region) ; the 
neck and shoulders; and the dia- 
phragm. 
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[In the middle third—the abdo- 
minal cavity—which houses the or- 
gans and glands so essential to the 
well-being of the individual, is also 
the largest collection of capillary 
beds in the body. In the upper ab- 
dominal cavity there is situated the 
great sympathetic nerve plexus, the 
so-called solar plexus. Then isn’t it 
logical to assume. from a pure me- 
chanical point of view, that if the 
muscle tone permits the organs to 
sag. the blood flow to be hampered, 
the nerve connections to be imper- 
fect, that all kinds of symptoms 
might develop? 


Corrective Exercises 


Exercise One: Lie flat on your 
back, pull the knees up so all ab- 
dominals are relaxed (Fig. 1). 
Now pull the stomach in, contract- 
ing the muscles for all you are 
worth. This is voluntary constric- 
tion and you needn't move an arm 
or a leg. Relax and repeat. Now 
that you know where the impor- 
tant muscles are, go to work.

From the same position on the 
floor. legs straight this time, place 
the hands on top of the thighs. 
Raise the head and shoulders off 
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the floor and move the fingers down 
to touch the knees (Fig. 2). Start 
with four, six, seven or eight, if 
you can do them. 

While you are resting. try these 
two exercises which use the abdom- 
inals some, but the greatest strain 
is placed on the hip flexors and ex- 
tensors. From a_ lying position, 
hands over the head, sit up and 
bring the hands down to touch the 
toes (Fig. 3). Now with the shoul- 
ders stationary, raise the feet up 
and lower slowly (Fig. 4). Rested? 


Here we go again.

From the position of lying on 
your back with the knees pulled 
up, clasp your fingers together be- 
hind the head. Now pull up shoul- 
ders and attempt to touch the el- 
bows on the knees (Fig. 5). The 
longer you hold the position with 
the elbows near the knees. and the 
more often you go up. the greater 
amount of work done. Rest a while. 
When this becomes monotonous, 
try twisting (using the same exer- 
cise) by touching the left knee with 








the right elbow, and then on the 
other side with the left elbow

Exercise Two: From the same 
position, lying on the floor, raise 
the hands over the head and elevate 
the chest as much as you can, tak: 
ing a deep breath. Stretch even 
muscle fiber in the chest area, Now 
while you have your chest up, keep 
it up there, exhale and depress the 
abdominal muscles. Keep breath- 
ing deeply against the lifted chest, 

After you have tried this afew 
times, hook your fingers under 





your ribs (Fig. 6) and be sure 
vour lifted chest keeps coming up 
on each breath. A good exercise to 
supplement this is to hang from a 
har. A gymnasium is not necessary. 
If you fasten a wedge under the 
edge of a door, you can hang from 
the top of a door of your own bed- 
room. Inhale and _ elevate chest 
from this hanging position. 





Exercise Three: To tone up the 
muscles in the chest and the shoul- 
ders. try chinning yourself 10 
times. (Five is the average for col 
lege men.) Or try the push ups 
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tom the floor, with the hips rigid, 
ouching only the nose to the floor. 

Frercise Four: A man is as young 
is his feet. The muscles which 
nake the toes curl under are the 
muscles which support the arches. 
\fake them work for you. You can 
lo this simply by removing your 
hoes and socks and curling your 
oes under your feet. Try dragging 
,towel across the floor or pick up 
adozen marbles a day. When walk- 
ing or standing, be sure the toes are 
at work. Let the toes support part 
ofthe weight as they should. If ev- 
ev toe touches the floor, and is 
supporting weight, you stand a slim 
chance of being bothered with flat 
feet for some time to come. 
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Exercise Five: This is a real 
body conditioner—running. If you 
don’t have access to a track, or a 
gym, just run in place and count 
the number of times your left foot 
takes off from the floor. Next day 
add twenty steps, but run. 

Did somebody say, “Be care- 
ful?” Of course, you must be care- 
ful—careful to have a medical 
checkup before you start. The heart 
can stand it if your muscles can 
take it. The old myth of getting 
sufficient exercise by acting as a 
pallbearer to friends who take exer- 
cise, is still a myth.

TAKE CARE OF WHAT YOU HAVE 


|r YOU ARE called into Service, and plan to store your dental equipment, 
lake care to do it properly or it will be worthless upon your return to civil 
practice. Do not completely wrap the enamel parts in paper. If there is 
lack of circulation the parts will darken. Put brown paper lightly over 
the equipment so that air can circulate. Coat chromium and nickel parts 
with soft soap or petrolatum. If the equipment is stored in a basement, 
keep it off the floor by mounting on blocks or boxes.

Fligibility of Dentists for 
Gasoline and Tires: 

\fter a careful analysis of gasoline and 
‘re rationing with respect to dentists, 
he War Service Committee of the 
\merican Dental Association has issued 
his information to guide dentists: 

Regulations govern dentists, physi- 
vans. and surgeons in precisely the 
same fashion. 

Dentists who have occupational mile- 
we in excess of 150 miles a month (90 
in the East) may be eligible for a sup- 
plemental B ration book. The combined 
\ hook, which provides 240 miles per 
nonth, and the B ration make a total of 
50 miles a month, including 470 miles 
(378 in the East) for occupational driv- 
ing plus 90 miles a month for home 
necessity use. 

Since preferred mileage represented 
by the C book is not granted to any 
practitioner in any branch of medicine 
for driving between his home and pri- 
vate office, most dentists are not eligible 
ior the C ration. When a dentist makes 
regular professional calls outside of his 
ifice or maintains two or more offices, 
located in the same or different com- 
munities, he may receive preferred mile- 
age for necessary travel. 
lf a dentist’s practice is wholly or 
partly in rural communities he may ob- 
lain preferred mileage, represented by 
the € book, in order to make profes- 
‘onal calls on any of his patients in 
such localities irrespective of whether 
they reside at home or in public or 
tharitable institutions. If an office in 
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which he treats patients is at a hospital 
establishment or is itself a hospital fa- 
cility he is entitled to preferred mile- 
age as an aid in maintaining this pro- 
fessional service. 

Tires: 

Everyone is eligible for tires of the 
quality needed to give him the mileage 
allowed by his gasoline ration: A or B 
book——-Grade III tires: C book, under 
1000 miles, Grade II: C book, over 1000 
miles, Grade I. 

If a dentist possesses a recappable 
tire carcass, he must accept tire recap- 
ping service with passenger-type cam- 
elback. If he does not possess a recap- 
pable tire carcass he may obtain a re- 
placement tire. 

An exception to the system whereby 
a dentist must use the type of tire speci- 
fied with his book is the case of those 
dentists who clearly establish that they 
must answer emergency calls requiring 
high rates of speed. A dentist falling in 
this category may obtain any grade of 
tire desired. 


Shortage of Physicians Eased: 
Civilian physicians, the War Depart- 
ment has announced, will be employed 
in a civil service status by Army Service 
Commands for medical service in in- 
dustrial plants operated by the Army. 
This will relieve a number of medical 
officers for troop duty. “Women physi- 
cians,” the War Department adds, “may 
be employed at Army plants at the dis- 
cretion of the commanding officer.” 

This practice has been recommended 
for plants employing a “high percent- 
age of women.” Since all war plants are 
employing many women, it may be in- 
ferred from the announcement that an 
increasing number of civil service phy- 
sicians will be women. 








































DOCTOR TYLMAN 
GIVES CLINICS IN 
SOUTH AMERICA 


IMPRESSIVE EVIDENCE of the strong 
professional ties that unite the den- 
tists of the three Americas was giv- 
en in the ninth Scientific Dental 
Congress held in October in Buenos 
Aires.

Doctor Stanley D. Tylman, dele- 
gate from the United States, trav- 
eled by air from Chicago to attend 
the Dental Congress and 
courses of instruction—at the in- 
vitation of Doctor Rigoberto Blan- 
co, President of the American Den- 
tal Society of Argentina. Other 
delegations came from all parts of

This first session was 
given added dignity and unusual 
significance by the presence on the 
platform of Doctor Ramon S. Cas 
tillo, President of the Argentine 
Republic, the Minister of Justice 
and Education. and the presidents 
of delegations from the three 
Americas.

WARNING TO CIVILIAN DENTISTS! 


DENTISTS ARE advised that a number of vouchers for treatment of military 
ersonnel by civilian dentists received by the War Department have not 
een approved by the accounting officials of the government. The War 
Department has found that some commanding officers have directed mem- 
iets of their command to obtain treatment from civilian dentists, which 
vas not essential to enable them to perform their military duties. 

Itis not physically possible to correct all dental defects before personnel 
(eparts for overseas service. the Department explains. Dental defects 
quiring immediate attention and. so far as practicable, defects which 
vill require attention in the near future should be corrected before per- 
onnel are sent to staging areas or ports of embarkation. In every case in 
which a civilian dentist is employed as an expedient. prior authority must 
le obtained under the provisions of paragraph 5b(1) of AR 40-510.

WHAT ENTERS the mind of the 
average person when he hears the 
word “Doctor”? Is it a sermon, a 
tooth to be extracted, a spinal ad- 
justment, a dog with the mange, an 
engineering feat, or a man who has 
hooked us with a new law? No sir! 
The thoughts of a six-year-old, 
those of a ninety-year-old inmate 
of an infirmary will be identical— 
ambulance, hospital, accident, or 
appendicitis. Truthfully, do you 
think that we deserve the rating of 
“Doctor” (used in its most widely 
accepted form), when we must con. 
fine our service to the oral cavity ? 
Our job concerns thirty-two teeth 
—to save them’as long as possible, 
to extract them painlessly when 
necessary, and to replace them the 
best way we can. 

I have heard and 
many controversies in the past few

with that of a physician. The den- 
tal graduate of today is crammed 
so full of theory that he almost 
believes that he is a physician. De- 
spite this, he must still limit his 
work to the mouth. But so far as | 
know, a physician can do anything 
he pleases in the oral cavity. Many 
rural doctors still extract teeth. Just 
let a dentist remove an appendix 
and watch the fireworks! With his 
added education, the dental gradu- 
ate of today could come pretty 
close to doing it too. 

How many times has your mail 
been addressed to Mr. Black in- 
stead of Doctor Black? How many 
times have you been a party toa 
wholesale introduction and heard 
this? ““Meet Doctor Jones, Doctor 
Smith. and Doctor Black—Doctor 
Black is a dentist.” You have prob: 
ably heard it for years and will 
hear it for years to come. You dont 
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ie it and neither do I but, after 
ing hardened for twenty-five 
vars, 1 can take it. Doesn't this 
nove that we are not progressing 
vs fast as we think we are? 

The dental students of today are 
led to believe by faculty members 
that they are just on the verge of 
civing some treatment outside of 
he mouth. Nevertheless, we are 
confined to the mouth and will be 
for some time to come, if the medi- 
al profession has anything to do 
vith it~and I think they will. I 
know of several cases in which den- 
tists in our armed forces have 
worked as orderlies, doing the phy- 
sician’s dirty work, and for a time 
were under the delusion that they 
were at last entering the sacred por- 
tals of the medical profession. 

Compare the oversized premedic 
asses with the undersized preden- 
tal ones. Virtually all of these stu- 
dents would like to be real “doc- 
lors’—physicians. It is a_ well- 
known fact that many premedics 
who cannot make the grade change 
wer to dentistry because they think 
it may be a little easier and that 
there is still the possibility of being 
called “Doctor.” Yet, at present, 
the medical and dental courses in- 
lve about the same number of 
hours. At this rate, in fifty years, 
lhecountry will be overrun by phy- 
siclans but a good practicing den- 
ist will be hard to find. We could 
len turn dentistry over to the phy- 
sian who could do the extrac- 
lions and let the dental technician 
tive the rest of the service. 

The dental universities and big- 
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wigs (those at the helm of dentis- 
try, most of whom got their degrees 
in three or four years) are starting 
right now to hang dentistry. Given 
enough rope and a little more time, 
in fifty years the shingles displayed 
will say “Doctor Smith, Physician 
and Surgeon, associated with A. 
Chisler, Dental Technician.” These 
same bigwigs who would probably 
have howled the loudest at a sug- 
gested dental course of seven years 
could not honestly pass the Staie 
Board Examinations today. 


What is Progress? 


Is dentistry progressing? Well, 
of course, your answer depends up- 
on your point of view. If you have 
a position in a research laboratory 
for a pharmaceutical, dental, X- 
ray or tooth paste company, you 
will without any hesitation, say 
“Absolutely, yes.” If you are on the 
faculty of a university, you will 
say, “Yes, we are progressing faster 
than any other profession.” But if 
you are an average dentist in gen- 
eral practice, one of the common 
horde who says little but keeps the 
wheels of dentistry moving, you 
will be inclined to say definitely. 
“No.” Let’s argue the case. 

Progressing means going for- 
ward. Are we progressing in a 
practical, commonsense way that 
keeps us in the sphere in which we 
belong—taking care of millions of 
mouths in the best possible way? 
For the profession as a whole, you 
will say “No.” The advertisers. 
themselves, are taking on that bur- 
den and helping us out. 
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What are the big accomplish- 
ments in dentistry during the past 
thirty years? I recently ran across 
an old dental catalog (Betz of Ham- 
mond. Indiana, 1909) and I read it 
from cover to cover. | compared it 
with the 1942 catalogs and all of 
the items listed were virtually the 
same. The only revolutionary thing 
was acrylics. We have but scratched 
the surface with this material, and 
I believe that every patient wearing 
rubber dentures is a good prospect 
for new dentures or resets. The 
only sad part about acrylics is that 
the dental technicians got hold of it 
first. They led the profession to be- 
lieve that it was much harder to 
process than rubber—many of the 
profession still believe this. Two 
other outstanding but not revolu- 
tionary discoveries were the tube 
and conduction methods of us- 
ing anesthetics, and some new im- 
pression materials. If there is any- 
thing outside of these three things 
that benefits the masses much more 
than thirty years ago, I would like 
to know what it is. 

We still cannot cure pyorrhea, 
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chronic abscesses. or prevent tooth 
decay. We can cure some oral dis. 
eases, but not for the masses at a 
price they can afford. We have vet 
to simplify our methods, : 

Steel can only be tempered to a 
certain point and beyond that it js 
no good. I believe that all dental 
universities reached their temper- 
ing point several years ago, Despite 
the additional years of study and 
increased responsibilities placed 
upon the shoulders of the dental 
student today, I do not believe he 
will be a better dentist than the {el 
low who graduated years ago, un. 
less he is sincere, conscientious 
and, above all, a good mechanic or 
dental technician. 

The sooner the dental profession 
quits grabbing at the coattails of 
the medical profession, the sooner 
we will start to progress. Well 
never catch those coattails until a 
new law is passed that a physician 
must take up dentistry and a den. 
tist must take up medicine. Then 
we will progress—in a hurry!

WHAT—NO ROBOTS? 


MANY HILARIOUS proposals have been heard in the halls of Congress but 
none more fantastic than one recently made before the Pepper Connie 
in the Senate. This concerned an assemb ly line, “bucket brigade” method 
of production for group dentistry. The Pepper Committee, while cop. 
ducting an inquiry for increasing war manpower, heard a New York 
dentin: suggest a plan to establish forty dental clinics about the country: 
each emaphoving about 100 dentists and associated personnel to care for 
2,500,000 “dental cripples” now, or soon to be, in the armed forces, The 
advocate of this plan estimated the cost of rehabilitation per dental crip: 
ple at $25 a head. For this sum, according to florid Time, “Estimated 
average need per man: two bridges, two extractions, five inlays, two fill: 
ings, numerous X-rays.” That’s a powerful lot of dentistry for $25! 
alice it suggests a probable munificent fee schedule somewhat as 


follows: 


Two bridges @ $5 each.................$10 
Two extractions @ 50c each............. ] 
Five inlays @ $2 each.................. 10 
Two “fillings” (silicate?) @ $1 each...... 2

The New York Times, a paper of conservative standards, anticipates 
violent dissent on the proposal with these words, “The plan will strike 
fire from those who have an economic interest in maintaining the status 
quo.” This is the device of name calling. If you disagree with the pro- 
posal, you are a kulak, a capitalist, or a big, money- bes baron, Part of 
the same device is to mention in a tone of mystery that the suggestion “has 
attracted wide interest among those who see that one practicable way 0 of 
increasing professional manpower is to increase individual productivity. 
May we ask the New York Times just who are these people in authority 
who have approved the project? Identify your experts. Are they dentists 
economists, or merely goggle-eyed crac kpots ? 
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This assembly line dental practice spews forth alleged dentistry in daily 
production as as follows: “200 ‘synthetic’ fillings, 160 inlays, 80 dentures 
and bridges.” Extractions and , * -rays are pre psumably tossed in in slack 
noments. At the fee se ale mentioned this daily production would gross 
3900 for the silicates, $320 for the inlays, $400 for the bridges, or $920 a 
day would be the gross receipts, exc Juding the extractions. Forget not that 
here are about 100 people to be paid (“70 operators, 20 hygienists, 6 
surgeons, a staff of chair assistants, clerks, and laboratory tec otetane* . 
Materials and supplies are to be pure ‘hased; overhead expenses are to be 
net. This all suggests that there is going to be a walloping deficit. Pardon 
us if we ask how large it is to be and who is to pay the bill? The Great 
White Father, we presume. 

How does the proposal appear from the practical side? Apparently no 
one has taken the trouble to ask dentists if such a plan could work. Any 
dentist will doubt seriously and violently that the plan would be operable 
with such a division of responsibility as suggested by the New York 





Times in these words: 

“One assembly line in a clinic consists of five men who prepare cavi- 
ties, two who take impressions from which inlays are to be made, three 
who fit the inlays. Twenty inlays an hour, or 160 a day, could easily be 
prepared and fitted by these ten men. 

“Suppose that the patient needs artificial teeth—what is called pros- 
thetic work. He is passed along with his card of instructions to another 
assembly line of eight men. Two of these take impressions, two take bites 
and decide on the colors that the artificial teeth should have, and four 
fit bridges and dentures .. . This team of eight men could finish ten partial 
dentures or bridges in an hour or 8O in a day.” 

Believe it or not this report appeared in the Science Section of the 
newspaper that boasts “All the News That’s Fit to Print.” If you want the 
exact reference here it is: Sunday, February 21, Page E 9, New York 
limes. 

This plan is a straw in the wind. There will be other proposals for a 
new system in the distribution of health care. These plans will have one 
thing in common. They will hope to show the American people that the 
private practice system is wasteful and uneconomic. We may expect 
stormy days ahead. We will, as we always have, stand mute before the 
Court of Public Opinion. An unjust verdict will probably be directed 


against us.

Self-Hypnosis 


The following case of autosuggestion 

which I had several years ago will, | 
believe, be of interest: 
Miss C, 18, presented at my office for 
the extraction of a carious nonvital lower 
first molar. She requested gas. For the 
past twelve years I had specialized in ex- 
tracting and general anesthetics. Being 
without nitrous oxide at the time, I pre- 
pared the patient for somnoform and 
the usual instructions were given as to 
relaxation and breathing. The mouth- 
prop being placed and the face-inhaler 
adjusted, the somnoform ampule was 
supposedly broken, and the patient was 
told to breathe deeply and relax. She 
quickly assumed all the phases of a 
smooth general anesthesia with normal 
respiration and no eye reflex. 

The extraction was completed with- 
out the slightest indication of conscious- 
ness or pain and the patient remained 
anesthetized during the removal of the 
throat pack, the removal of blood, and 
the sterilizing of the wound. She was 
only revived by a light tapping on the 
cheek and telling her it was all over. She 
awakened perfectly normal in every 
manner, with no nausea or headache, 
paid her bill and left the office. 

Some ten or fifteen minutes after the 
young lady had gone, the face piece was 
cleaned and the somnoform ampule was 
found to be perfectly intact—it had not 
been broken in the rubber bag inhaler. 
The patient must have hypnotized her- 
self, 


The only different features in this 
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case, as I recall it, were the quickness 
and smoothness of the anesthesia and 
the fact that the patient did not awaken 
of her own volition but was spoken to 
and aroused by me. I thought this noth. 
ing of importance at the time—Puynp

The Pros and Cons 
of Thumbsucking 


Today we find a few dentists who are 
seeking to relieve the thumbsucking 
habit of the charges laid against it. There 
is no disputing the fact that there has 
been a Jot of bugaboo attached to the 
habit, and as a result of too many evils 
having been attributed to it, we find it 
being championed by a few. 

In a recent health column, which is 
circulated, there appeared the 
article, 'THUMBSUCKING EXONERATED. 
The article was based on the findings of 
Doctor J. H. Sillman, New York City, 
who had made an exhaustive study of 
the subject and published his findings in 
The New York State Journal of Medi- 
cine. His summary stated: “In those in- 
stances where sucking has caused crook- 
ed teeth, the displaced teeth corrected 
themselves spontaneously after the suck:

ing stopped.” 

That sounds too simple for some of us 
who have labored long to correct narrow 
arches and protruding teeth so I looked 
more carefully into his article and found 
that he stipulates that “if by the age of 
1 years sucking still persists, then the 
child should be helped to stop it.” 
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Doctor George S. Callaway, New 
York City, in discussing Doctor Sill- 
nan’s article gives him much credit and 
avs; “Few orthodontists are much con- 
a about finger sucking and its at- 
endant so-called deformities of the 
maxilla or mandible, if the habit is 


dopped before 4 years of age.” 


Yabits Form Easily 


| note that both authorities are up- 
holding a habit, or at least absolving it, 
wt on the premise that it be discon- 
‘inued at the age of 4. Habits are much 
wsier to form than to break. These 
yriters mention the scolding and heck- 
ling indulged in by mothers, in con- 
tolling the habit, as being injurious to 
he child. Anyone who has had experi- 
eye in breaking the habit in a 4-year- 
ild child will agree that it involves a 
lificult task. We believe it is much easier 
prevent the child from contracting 
he habit in the first place. The simple 
apedient of placing a thumbless mitten 
wer the hand prevents the baby from 
wicking the thumb, especially during the 
night. There is no mental reaction in 
irawing the thumb away from the mouth 
fa baby, but there is a scene when the 
thild of 4 is scolded or punished. 

What can be said for the habit any- 
way? Esthetically it is bad; and ana- 
omically it is bad. Doctor Callaway 
ays: “If nothing else can be said for 
he sucking habit, the normal 
eathing is something to be thankful 
lot.” That is not much basis for forming 
i questionable habit. I wrote the author 
{ the article THumBsuckiInG EXxone- 
TED, calling his attention to the incon- 
‘stencies in Doctor Sillman’s stand and 
‘ound him ready to recognize them. He 
ulded: “Perhaps I am unduly concerned 
thout the constant scolding, heckling. 


nose

Certainly there must be some middle 
ground.” 

It seems that the old adage, “An ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure” 
is borne out in this matter.

Root Resorption 


(.—Upon making roentgenograms for 
one of my patients, | noticed a peculiar 
absorption of the roots of the maxillary 
lateral incisors and to some extent of the 
left maxillary central incisor. 

The teeth are vital, slightly mobile, 
but have never troubled the patient. She 
is 21, and in excellent health. Her teeth 
are in fair condition with some caries 
at the gingival margins. 

Can you tell me the cause of this con- 
dition and the probable prognosis ?—L. 
W., New Jersey. 

A.—Root resorption sometimes 
occurs without any determinable 
cause. It is no doubt the result of a 
systemic condition, though it is 
more likely to occur where there 
has been some disturbance of the 
tooth stability by orthodontic 
movement, or by traumatic occlu- 
sion. 

I would suggest that you exam- 
ine carefully for the latter condi- 
tion and grind, preferably with 
sandpaper discs, the incisal edges 
of the occluding lower incisors.— 
V.C. SMEDLEY. 


Drawing Sensation 


Q.—I have an elderly woman who has 
complained to me about her upper den- 
ture drawing on her mouth until she can- 
not stand it. 

This woman was referred to me—I did 
not construct the denture. It seems to fit 
well and she says it functions well dur- 
ing mastication. 

I was at a loss to tell her what to do. 
[ have had patients complain of their 
dentures, uppers and lowers, drawing, 
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but this is the first time I have had any 
complaint of a continuous drawing, oy 
the tissues. 

If you can help me in diagnosing this 
case it will be deeply appreciated —J.( 
K., Colorado. 

A.—You might attempt to re. 
lieve the drawing sensation under 
this woman’s upper denture by 
grinding it liberally to relieve al 
possible pressure areas. Then ap. 
ply a soft wax to the tissue-bearing 
area and let the patient wear the 
denture for several hours or days, 
if necessary, to determine comfort 
and relief of drawing. After this. re. 
base as accurately as possible—\. 
C. SMEDLEY. 


Bridge Torque 


Q.—-This is my first letter to you for 
some of your valuable information. 

Case 1—On May 7, 1942 I inserted a 
fixed bridge (four teeth) in upper right 
posterior area. The first right maxillary 
molar carries a mesio-occlusal inlay; two 
facings, and a three-quarter crown on 
upper right cuspid complete the bridge. 
Recently the patient has complained 0! 
pain coming from the molar when 
sweets are eaten. 

Case II—A patient, 16, had two teeth 
extracted by another dentist in June. 
These molars were on the lower left side. 
When sensation returned to the mandib- 
ular region, the patient became totally 
blind for about five minutes. 

Recently the patient came to my of 
fice for a mandibular extraction. Blin¢- 
ness occurred again, but only for about 
three minutes.—R. M. R., Michigan.

We would, of course, try traction 
m the bridge for a possible loosen- 
ing, and test all margins with a 
fne explorer and examine them un- 
ler magnification for evidences of 
leak, Through some one of these 
neasures, the source of the trouble 
should be disclosed. 

While the condition of which you 
speak in case II is not common, it is 
not unknown. We had a case in 
shich the eyelids were anesthetized 
and could not be closed for some 
hirty minutes after a mandibular 
injection of procaine. —GEorcE R. 
WARNER. 


Traumatic Occlusion 


().—A patient, age 30, presented with 
ahistory of migraine, so severe that she 
is instructed to take a hypodermic in- 
jection to relieve it. 

One month ago she complained of se- 
vere pain in the bicuspid area, and 
thought it was the result of migraine. 

| made a roentgenographic examina- 
tion and found extensive caries in the 
second bicuspid. | excavated, treated, 
and placed an inlay in this tooth. 

Today, she appeared, after having the 
inlay in her mouth for over a month 
and complained of pain in the same area 
tom bicuspid to eye. She never had pain 
up that far. 

The pain started three days ago. but 
she thought it migraine and didn’t 
bother. But this pain persisted, it usually 
lasts only twenty-four hours at a time. 

She has a powerful and a close bite. 
It looks as though she had been biting 
upon the lower bicuspid with such force 
that you could actually see the upper 
second bicuspid move. I relieved that 
by grinding. 

At present there is a slight tenderness 
of the second bicuspid upon tapping it. 
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but none otherwise. Could that be the re- 
sult of the excessive pressure? 

| also observed a fractured first bi- 
cuspid, but it doesn’t seem to trouble the 
patient. 

[ am enclosing the roentgenograms 
taken of this area at three different an- 
oles. 

I do hope you can give me some advice. 
—E. S. B., New York. 

A.—The _ roentgenograms en- 
closed with your letter show the re- 
sults of traumatic occlusion on all 
of the teeth shown, but particularly 
on the second bicuspid. Whether 
this will recover remains to be seen, 
but in any event you should disoc- 
clude it entirely. Then you should 
check it occasionally if it becomes 
comfortable enough to be retained. 

The fractured root of the first 
bicuspid is one of those cases which 
have been reported in literature in 
which teeth with fractured roots 
have remained vital and comfort- 
able over a term of years..—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 


Sensitiveness 


().—I shall appreciate any help you 
can give me on the following case. 

My patient is a man of about 39, who 
said that before he came to me he hadn't 
had his teeth cleaned by a dentist in 
fourteen years. Roentgenograms showed 
that the underlying tissues were in good 
condition. However, after scaling the 
teeth, the patient complains of a sensi- 
tiveness at the necks of the upper left 
molar teeth. One gingival cavity on the 
third molar has been restored with amal- 
gam. Rubbing the necks of these teeth 
with warm oil of cloves gives only tem- 
porary relief. Prior to the scaling, the 
patient did not have this complaint. 

Is there any procedure that I could 
use by which this sensitivity can be per- 
manently eliminated ?—H. E. F., Louisi- 
ana. 

A.-——One can readily understand 
why teeth from which the tartar 
had not been removed in fourteen 


vears might rebel at having it taken 
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off. As a matter of fact I always 
warn patients who have not had a 
good subgingival curettage for a 
long time that the teeth will be sen- 
sitive for quite a while after such 
treatment. 

If the necks of the molar teeth 
are somewhat exposed, treatment 
with ammoniated silver nitrate will 
usually overcome sensitiveness, al- 
though it may take two or more 
treatments.—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Clicking Dentures 


().—About three months ago I con- 
structed full upper and lower acrylic 
dentures for a male patient, 56. Several 
days later he complained about his 
teeth clicking during conversation, al- 
though both dentures remain firmly in 
place. Centric occlusion is correct. 

Any suggestions you could give me 
to correct this condition will be highly 
appreciated.—_R,.

muscular injections of bismuth in 
the treatment of Vincent’s infec. 
tion of the mouth have been of lit- 
tle, if any, help. However, it is 
quite harmless and there should be 
no marked reaction. 

We have excellent success in the 
use of a 5 per cent solution of 
chromic acid carefully carried into 
the pockets protected by cotton 
rolls. 

We thoroughly scale and polish 
the subgingival areas—at each 
sitting if necessary and have the 
patient use hydrogen dioxide at 
home. With this plan of treatment 
we usually clear up a case in a 
week, if the patient cooperates by 
giving up the use of tobacco and 
following out the home treatment 
carefully —GeEorcE R. WARNER.

As THE EMPHASIS of the Army Air Forces turns to the glider training 
program, it is interesting to note that the nonstop glider pickup system 
now being used is a wartime development of the air mail pickup tech. 
nique invented by Lytle S. Adams, dentist, of Irwin, Pennsylvania, 
Just as Doctor Adams’ invention brought direct air mail service to 
90,000,000 in the United States who live away from the routes of the 
commercial airlines,! it is now likely that this same idea will make possible 
the time-saving launching of gliders carrying air-borne infantry, in. 
portant in modern war as demonstrated by the Nazis in Crete. 
Under the procedure adapted at tests at Wright Field, Ohio, the glider 
is placed approximately 200 feet behind two uprights, between which the 
tow rope is suspended.
